HORRIBLE DEATH AT NIAGARA FALLS. 


—The Niagara Falls Gazette states that 
the remains of Mrs. Fitzgibbons, wife of a 
volunteer named James Fitzgibbons, were 
accidentally discovered last week down the 
bank of the river, nearly half way between 
the Falls and Suspension Bridge." She has 
been missing since about the middle of 
A ugust.
